In addition to 
rearguard actions by machine guns, 
high explosives, and gas, our troops 
faced a series of strong counterat- 
tacks by fresh German troops, 
rushed up from distant parts of the 
front. The Germans were partic- 
ularly forceful in the centre of our 
sector between Montfaucen and the 
vicinity of Cierges. While the bitter 
struggle was going on, our left and 
right succeeded in pushing ahead 
for good gains. 

The Germans evidently are doing 
everything possible to hinder our ad- 
vance toward the Kriemhilde Stel- 
lung, which is in an unfinished state 
and is being feverishly worked upon 
by the boche.

In spite of the unfavorable weather 
and strong hostile resistance impor- 
tant progress has been made today on 
the St. Quentin-Cambrai battlefront. 

The ist Division south of  Bel- 
lenglise resumed the attack this morn- 
ing and gained the high ground about 
Thorigny, capturing the village and 
the east end of the canal tunnel of Le 
Tronquoy, taking many prisoners. 
Here it joined the troops of the 32d 
Division, who during the night carried 
the defenses of the tunnel on the east- 
ern side and captured Le Tronquoy 
village. 

Continuing its advance today, this 
latter division made progress on the 
high ground northeast of Le Tron- 
quoy and east of Nauroy. 

On the left English and Australian 
troops attacked northward along the 
spurs leading from Nauroy to Gouy. 
Pressing their advance with great de- 
termination astride the Hindenburg 
system, they overcame the resistance 
of strong forces of the enemy and cap- 
tured the greater part of the high 
ground south of Gouy with many 
prisoners. 

Further north English troops recap- 
tured - Villers-Guislain, together with 
the spur southeast of that village.

Stephan Panaretoff, the Bulgarian 
called. on Secretary Lansing 
today and delivered a communication 
from the Bulgarian Government, which 
was undated, but is believed to have 
been dispatched on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day of last week. It announced the 
steps that. the Sofia Government had 
taken and asked for the good offices 
of the United States in behalf of the 
Bulgarian appeal for an armistice. As 
the armistice was granted, following 
Bulgarian acceptance of the terms im- 
Bulge by the Entente Powers, before the 

ulgarian communication was delivered 
by Minister Panaretoff, no action on it 
was considered riecessary. 


Bulgars Confident Allies Will be Just. 


When informed of the acceptance by 
Bulgaria of the terms imposed by the 
allied powers Minister Panaretoff said: 
‘“‘If my Government has seen fit to 
take the step which has been taken, of 
course I feel highly gratified by their 
action. We have confidence in the just 
decision of the United States and the 


associated Governments.”’ 

Berlin news dispatches have mentioned 
that the American Chargé d’Affaires at 
Sofia had accompanied the Bulgarian 
delegates to Saloniki. This is a refer- 
ence to Dominic I. Murphy of Ld 
ton, who is the American Consul Gen- 
eral at Sofia and has-been acting as 

American Chargé d’Affaires there. He 
merely went to Saloniki as an observer, 
clothed with no official powers to par- 
ticipate in the conference. But, as he 
went there without having received any 
instructions from the American Govern- 
ment, Secretary Lansing has cabled to 
Mr. i Murphy ordering him to return td 
No > criticism of Mr. Murphy is-made in 
connection with this action, but the fact 
that he was ordered back to the Bul- 
rian capital for. having acted without 
mptractions is interpreted as emphasiz- 
ing the fact that the Reneetonh vern- 
ment is not participating in 
parlers at Saloniki. 

Although an armistice has been signed, 
t is.not expected that all hostilities in 
Bulgaria will cease immediately.. There 
are yet consitlerable bodies of German 
and Austrian troops ih Bulgaria, and 
indications that Berlin and Vienna have, 
following the’ Bulgarian appeal for an 
armistice, dispatched other troops to 
Bulgaria.

Turkey Open te Invasion. 


There the Allies will have the im- 
mediate use of Bulgarian railroad facili- 
ties and ports, which will carry them to 
Adrianople and almost to the famous 
Tchatalja lines of fortifications which 
the Bulgarians stormed and were about 
to carry when the European powers §in- 
tervened in the first Balkan war. The 
early fall of Constantinople is now re- 
garded as a foregone conocfusion. 

From the same geographical section 
of Bulgaria expeditions:for the deliver- 
ance of Rumania may be launched, as 
well as relief for Southern Russia. It 
was pointed out today that, on account 
of e occupation by the Germans of 
Russian Black Sea ports it would be 
necessary, in order to cut off that lire 
of communication between Turkey and 
the Central Empires, for the Allies to 
enter the Black Sea region, which they 
would be able to do through Bulgaria 
and Rumania.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 30.—King Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria has telegraphed to 
Emperor Charles of Austria assuring 
him of his loyalty to the Quadruple Al- 
liance, according to the Neue Freie 


Presse, which is quoted in dispatches 
reaching here. 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 30.—An outstand- 
ing feature of German comment on the 
Bulgarian proposals for an armistice is 
that virtually all the papers declare that 
King -Ferdinand remains loyal to the 
alliance.

BULGARIA'S SWIFT COLLAPSE. 


Armistice Signed 16 Days After 
. Allied Drive Began. 


Nine days before the third anniversary 
of Bulgaria’s decision to cast her lot with 
Germany in the war she ‘makes an un- 
conditional surrender to the Allies. On 
Oct. 8, 10915, the Sofia Government is- 
sued a manifesto announcing her de- 
cision against the Entente. Her action 
was merely the result of a secret treaty 
signed by Germany and Bulgaria the 
previous July. 

The military operations which caused 
Bulgaria’s. surrender have lasted only 
sixteen days. Events began on Sept. 14 
with a’ sudden attack on the enemy’s 
line between the Vardar River and Lake 
Doiran. In ten days the operations had 
been extended westward over a front of 
nearly 100 miles. All the triangle bound- 
‘ed by the Vardar on the east and the 
line Dobrusmondo-Prilep-Gradsko has 
been occupied by thé Allies. From that 
time on this line began to climb the 
Vardar in the direction of Uskub, while 
on the east Bulgaria was invaded and 
Strumitza taken. Thus the two wings 
of the German-Bulgar army were stn- 


dered, their lines of communication cut, 
— the wings threatened with envelop- 


ent.

As I went up this way today I met 
those processions of men who arg hu- 
man,” speaking proofs of our progress 
and success. They were German pris- 
oners. Down one road came nearly a 
thousand of them, marching as one 
battalion, victims of yesterday’s ttag- 
edy. to Germany... Their numbers are 
staggering to the imagination during 
these last few days,.and young friends 
of mine whose duty it was to bring 
some of them ‘by train to a central 
collecting station had their hands full. 
On one dzy one of them brought down

For the most part they ‘give no 
trouble at all, but on one of these 
train’ journeys there was a fierce 
fight among themselves in one of the 
trucks, and there are bitter accounts 
among the men as to the reason of 
their débAacle. 

Their spirit is breaking. ‘All that I 
said recently about the deterioration 
of the German morale, the partial 
cracking of their discipline and their 


orders Gacares by English and Cana- 
dian troops..

Our Men. Surprised Germans. 

One of the German surprises yester- 
day was to: meet. American troops in 
the attack against them on this front. 
It was no surprise to those who had 
seen them moving up day by day 
nearer the fighting zone, so that as 
the British passed them they said to 
each other: 

‘‘These men are out for business, 
and, by Jove, how well they look.’’ 

These two divisions with men of

Heroism ef Midland Troops. 

One of the finest episodes beyond all 
doubt was the crossing of the canal by 
the. Midland men of the 46th Division 
of Leicesters and Staffords and others 
whom. I first met several years ago 
near Armentitres. They had to get 
across the Scheldt. Canal hy Bellen- 
glise, where it is. eighteen yards wide 
and very deep. . 

German: guns were trainéd upon it, 
its banks bristled with machine guns 
and its bridges were mined, but the 
Midland men went down to that gully 
of death, went down in a thick white 


ful tumult of guns as I heard them 
in the darkness and through which 
there howled German shells searching 
for their bodies and a long .tattoo of 
machin eguns and the swish of thous- 
ands of bullets. 

With life belts- around their tunics 


and small rafts and ladders and sec- 
tions of wooden bridges they went 


knowing what comrades fell, not paus- 
ing. Some men. went down the chalky 
banks, plunged into the almost ice- 
cold water and swam across under 
fire and’ some ‘used their rafts and 
built bridges. 

The Midland men of the 46th 
streamed across and the tanks. went 
with them to their side of the canal. 
In an hour or two or less the strong- 
est system of defense on the western 
front -had been broken and carried 
and the Hindenburg line had been 
made a byword forever and the 
barrier upon which; all German hopes 
had been built was behind our lines 
with our men away beyond. it. 

The 46th Division, fanning out as it 
went over the whole corps front, took 
over 4,000 prisoners and a large num- 
ber of guns and the men crept into 
the hostile ground and fought those 
who preferred to fight they saw the 
result of the forty-eight hours of 
bombardment which had gone before 
their advance, and it was an appalling 
sight, because of the number of dead 
who: lay everywhere.

WAR STANDARDIZES 
“COLLEGE FOOTBALL 


Under Military Supervision All 
~ Elevens Will Be on an — 
Equal Footing. 


The Hastern colleges will follow in the 
footsteps of the Western institutions this 
week.and revise their football schedules 
for the month of October. The colleges 
in the Big Ten-of the Western Confer- 
ence began their revision yesterday, and 
by the end of the week it-is expected 
that they will have Saturday. games 
scheduled with other colleges or service 
elevens which will not necessitate an 
overnight trip. 

It will be necessary in both the Hast 
and the West to cancel several con- 


tests, but there is. a possibility that the | 
season may be extended so that all the! 
colleges will have games on Thanksgiv- 
ng Day and on the Saturday fallowing./ 
The ruling of the War Department a’ 
lowing two-day trips after Nov: 

make it possible for several big games 
here in the Hast, but it.is going to be 
a difficult task for the managers of the 
college teams to drrange contests at 
such short notice. 

e War Department order, while it 
will practically reduce gridiron activity 
o a minimum this month, will have 
the long desired effect. of standardizing 
the perme. It has never before been 
possible to make all colleges train their 
elevens and play under like conditions, 
Under military supervision, this ideal 
way of conducting football has been | 
made possible. 

Heretofore there have been innumer- 
able abuses of football training. It was 
no uncommon thing a few seasons ago 
for the more prosperous of the big col- 
lege elevens to assemble at Summer re- 
sorts in August, and 3 the tirhe the 
football season opened, late in Septem- 
ber, they were far advanced over their 
smaller rivals. Under the Student Army 
Training cores all elevens will be on 
an equal footing and no eleven will be 
able to get more training or practice 
than any other team. 

The hour for recreation for the S. A. 

T. C. will be universal in all the col- 
leges, and by Nov. 1, when all the stu- 
dent units will be pretty thoroughly or- 
ganized, the standard of football being 
played: by the majority of the elevens 
should be about on a par. After Nov. 1, 
under the War Department ruling, all 
the important games in the West will 
ge A be played, and: many more. will 
be played here in the East than was 
possible before the ruling. 
It is expected that Harvard, Yale, and 
Princeton will soon formulate their 
schedules according to the military 
scheme, and a three-cornered. gridiron 
plan will be fellowed, something after 
the system under which the Spring row- 
ing season was arranged.

‘| CAPT. BAIRNSFATHER HERE. 


Cartoonist Lauds - the Gites of 
Our. Men in France. 


Captain Bruce Bairnsfather of the 
Royal Yorkshire Regiment, famous for 
his cartoons depicting the life of.. the 
British soldier in the trenches, arrived 
here ‘yesterday on his way to Australia. 
Captain Bairnsfather said that he had 
“been released from duty with the Brit- 
ish Army at the request of the Austral- 
jan Government to lecture there. : 

For the last six months Captain 
‘Bairnsfather has been with the Ameri- 
can troops in France. He has made 
many sketches of the men in their 
camps, trenches and dugouts. 

‘“* They are all a splendid lot of fel- 
lows,’’ he said, ‘‘ who make themselves 
at home in -France as if they were in 
their own country. I saw them in action 
at San Mihiel and Ch&ateau-Thierry and 
never saw a finer or more courageous 
lot of men. America should indeed be 
proud of the army she has sent abroad. 
My best days in the war have been spent 
with the American soldiers.’’ 

It was during the long nights lying in 


the thick mud of Flanders in the winter 
of 1915, Captain Bairnsfather said, that 
he developed his talent for drawing car- 
toons. The humor of some of the scenes 
around him in the daily life of the Brit- 
ish soldier appealed to him‘and helped 
to make life in the trenches more. bear- 
able. If the soldiers, he said, had taken 
their hardships seriously in those days 
they would have become insane.

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BULGARIA'S SURRENDER. 

The success of Marshal Focn’s 
strategy on the western front has con- 
vinced Bulgaria that a most serious 
mistake was madé in her manifesto 
of Oct. 8, 1915, in which it was de- 
clared cre Abe mcnapt must fight at 
the victors’\ side.’’ It matters not if 
Czar FERDINAND secretly pledges loy- 
alty to the Central Powers. His peo- 
ple have decided that Bulgaria has had 
enough of war. They have thrown 
themselves upon the mercy of the 
Western Allies and accepted the 
terms imposed for an armistice. As to 
FERDINAND’s fidelity to principle or 
ally, he is notoriously false-hearted,.a 
dissembler, a trickster. It is reported 
from Paris that Bulgarian representa- 
tives signed the armistice with ‘‘the 
full consent of King FEerpDINAND.’’ He 
will bear watching, but fn the present 
temper of his people he is impotent 
to betray them again. Bulgaria is out 
of the war. . 

By the terms arranged with General 
D’ESPEREY, as announced in London, 
Bulgaria has yielded control of her 
railways and waterways to the West- 
ern Allies and allows them to occupy 
Thus 
Turkey will be cut off from com- 
munication with Berlin, and her sub- 
mission becomes inevitable. Austria 
and Germany were rushing rein- 
forcements to the aid of the Bulga- 
rians in Macedonia a few days ago, 
and these troops will now be unable 
to proceed further than Nish, on the 
Oriental Railway in Central Serbia. 
In. some quarters it is intimated that 
Bulgaria’s collapse will release the 
French and British forces in Mace- 
donia for service on the western front, 
but the Easterners are now going to 
be vindicated; a campaign to recover 
all of Serbia and to invade Austria- 
Hungary by way of Belgrade is in 
order. 

The Teutonic Powers have lost both 
their allies, for with Bulgaria’s sur- 
render the troops of Turkey, if the 
Ottomans remain in the war, will no 
longer be available. Simultaneously 
with the advance of the Allies in 
Macedonia upon the flank of the Aus- 
trians the renewal of the offensive 
by the Italians in Veneti~-. may be ex- 
pected, Obliged to send reinforce- 
ments to hold Belgrade and the Dan- 
ube, the Austrians would be in dire 
plight in the Italian territory now 
occupied by them. A retreat to the 
Isonzo could not be avoided, and ulti- 
mately the Italians would strike across 
thet river toward Trieste and Lai- 
bach.

Austria, 
doubly menaced, would be iriclined, in 
fact might be obliged, to follow the 
example of Bulgaria, unless rein- 
forced on both fronts by the Ger- 
mans.

he impracticable every day. Indeed, Ger- 
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many, in desperate straits in France 
and Belgium, must put every avail- 
able man on the line there. No atten- 
tion or consideration can be given to 
_ her ally, unless the far-flung offensive 
of Focu, extending from the North 
Sea to Switzerland, can be stopped, 
and this seems to be out of the ques- 
tion. 

There can no longer be a doubt that 
the whole German line in the west is 
giving way under the strategic press- 
ure of the French, British, Belgian, 
and American armies. The German 
hold on the Belgian coast will be 
shaken if Roulers, a railway centre 
of great value as a base, has been 
taken, as reported, by Belgian and 
British troops. The British are now 
fighting in the environs of Cam- 
bral, and its capture or isolation 
may be looked for at any hour. 


'. With Roulers and Cambrai both in the 


 fpands of the Allies, it would soon be- 
come @ grave question whether the 
‘Germans .would not have to evacuate 
the industrial metropolis of Lille. In

It is not extrava- 
gant to expect an unrelaxing pressure 
by the Allies upon the ‘German front 
day after day and week after week, 
with the purpose of forcing the enemy 
to evacuate both France and Belgium. 

Meeting with: continuous defeats in 
the west, Germany, abandoned by 
Bulgaria, with nothing to hope for 
from. Turkey, and realizing that Aus- 
tria may at any time herself collapse, 
confronts disastrous failure of her 
plans in Russia from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea. With Turkey out of the 
war, as now seems to be a question 
of days, the Sea of Marmora would be 
opened to the fleets of the western 
allies, and, passing into the Black 
Sea, they would be welcomed by the 
Rumanians and the people of the 
Ukraine, both mutinous against their 
oppressors, Supplied with arms, the 
Rumanians could join with Russians 
opposed to Bolshevist misrule and 
savagery in re-establishing in some 
measure an eastern front. It no long- 
er appears to be a fantastical project. 

So .obvious is it that the military 
power of Germany is crumbling to 
ruin that the allies she claims in Fin- 
land and the Russian Baltic provinces 
must see their interest in rising 
against her. To provide garrisons 
was a great strain. upon her war re- 
sources. It now becomes impossible. 
With the light of hope and redemp- 
tion breaking for the Russian people, 
the horror of Bolshevism must be 
approaching its end. Germany at last 
knows what it is to have the whole 
civilized world in battle array against 
her. Her doom as an insatiate mill- 
tary power has sounded. Her policy 
of dominating the world is toppling 
like a house of cards.

GUNS THE BEST BALLOTS. 
A statute of the State of New York 
requires that Election Commissioners 
be sent abroad to collect the votes of 
New York soldiers. An Overseas 
Election, Commission had been ap- 
pointed; and some of its members were 
in this city, ready to sail as soon as 
their passports came. The War De- 
partment has properly refused to allow 
the commission to go. While ‘‘ de- 
** sirous of assisting the State in every 
‘* way possible to take the vote of the 
‘* American Expeditionary Forces in 
** both the primary and general elec- 
‘* tions, this assistance will necessarily 
‘* be based on the condition that the 
** taking of the vote will not seriously 
‘‘ interfere with military operations.’’ 
In the present military situation, with 
our forces constantly on the move, it 
is not practicable to take their vote. 
So rules the War Department, and 
everybody will approve the rule. 
Since both Democrats and Republicans 
of New York are a unit in supporting 
the war, it doesn’t matter a picayune, 
so far as the one cardinal issue is con- 
cerned, which party carries New York. 
Our rifles, our machine guns, our air- 
planes, our ‘artillery, our soldiers 
fighting gallantly, skillfully, victo- 
riously, are voting, in the one effective 
and decisive way, to carry out the 
purpose of the State of New York, of 
the United States, of our allies, of 
the free world, to smash Germany.

BACKING OUR SOLDIERS. 

In the bright air of yesterday Fifth 
Avenue had a beauty, wealth, and 
splendor of decoration such as the old- 
est New Yorker has never seen here 
before. That many-colored pageant, 
those miles of flags, those banners of 
many nations one with us in the im- 
measurable fight whose triumphant 
end we now begin to see, paintings, 
statues, memorials, and counterfeit 
presentments of warfare and of Ger- 
man cruelty, the orderly ornament 
provided by the artists—it was a 
manifold and moving picture and pro- 
cession that. stirred the heart. . With 
no forgetfulness of the difficulties and 
the sacrifices yet_.to come, one felt in 
the great scene and the crowds that 
viewed it the consciousness of certain 
victory. One could hardly help think- 
ing, by way of contrast, of the gloom 
and fear that have settled down upon 
Unter den Linden. 

Perhaps the Altar of Liberty in 
Madison Square is the most impressive 
symbol in all this theatre of patriot- 
ism. It is on the altar of liberty that 
our young men by millions are ready 
to offer themselves. Our poor offer- 
ings of money which we are paid for 
lending look .meagre enough in con- 
trast. At least let us give, or rather 
lend, all that we can. Let us do all 
that we can do to bring the victory, 
now in sight. Last week the Alliés 
took 100,000 prisoners. Yesterday 
Bulgaria caved in, and the long Ger- 
man dream of ‘‘ Central Europe’’ 
ended. Blow after staggering blow is 
falling on the German bully. Put up 
your money and knock him out. 

Iowa, regarded not so long ago as a 
believer in neutrality, has taken a 
noble revenge upon those who misun- 
derstood her. She has filled her quota 
almost before the campaign has begun. 
There is a generous rivalry among the 
States. New York must not be lag- 
gard. 

While subscriptions are proceeding 
prosperously, it is well to remember 
that in previous loans there has been 
an eager beginning, a middle period of 


‘* slump,’’ followed by a determined 
and successful eleventh-hour rally. It 
will not do to be too confident. An 
immense, task lies before us. But, in 
this atmosphere of hope and amid all 
these presages of victory, the immense 
task should be easier and there should 
be no intermediate period of dejection 
and slackened activity.

THE INFLUENZA QUARANTINE, 

When this country used to suffer 
from epidemics of cholera or yellow 
fever, they were dealt with by lynch 
law. That is to say, what were called 
‘“* shotgun quarantines’’ were estab- 
lished by mobs. We now know that 
such methods are as useless as unlaw- 
ful. Among the spreaders of. disease 
are rats, fleas, mosquitos, flies, and 
other carriers of germs between indi- 
viduals. The list of contagious or in- 
fectious diseases has shrunk as science 
has taught us that cleanliness is the 
best preventive of most seases. 
There was a report yesterday of the 
wedding of a soldier thought to be 
fatally stricken by pneumonia, which 
frequently is one of the complications 
of ‘‘ Spanish ’’ influenza. The pre- 
caution taken was the wearing of 
gauze masks. The danger lay in the 
scattering of germs, not in contact 
with the stricken man. But the en- 
tire community, and all who have the 
disease, in many cases unknown to 
ithemselves, perhaps, cannot wear 
masks. Therefore there is reason for 
the adoption of quarantine precau- 
tions for railway travelers ‘under 
suspicion of influenza, as well as of 
passengers landing from steamships 
from infected ports. 

That is not like the shotgun quar- 
antine: of travelers along the water- 
courses. Cholera did not follow the 
rivers any more than influenza follows 
the rdilways. Influenza follows the 
carriers of the germs, not the rivers 
or the railways, just as cholera spread 
far from the rivers when the immi- 
grants who took land routes took the 
disease with them. The railways are 
the carriers of the influenza only when 
the passengers suffer from the dis- 
ease. The quarantine is useful in de- 
termining whether or not the passen- 
gers are infected. If not, there is no 
sense in stopping their journey. But 
if infection is established, railway 
travel should be controlled as certainly 
as steamship travel. As to that there

The tendency to set 
a high value upon 
one’s possessions is 
powerful among men, 
and corporations have 
been known to yield to it, as the assets 
side of many a balance sheet would 
show. But the war and war taxes pro- 
foundly influence the operations of the 
human mind, and under that influence it 
may be easier to confess to more moder- 
ate possessions. 

The National City Bank’s circular, in 
commenting upon the excess profits and 
war profits taxes, sounds a note of cau- 
tion of particular interest to manufac- 
turing corporations in whose inventories 
“materials on hand” constitute a big 
item. High labor cost, scarcity and in- 
creased transportation charges give to 
materials on hand at the present moment 
an inflated value, which tends to swell

That it is the 
girls and the uniforms, rather than 
either the girls or the uniforms, appears 
from the less satisfactory combination 
of the two in private employment. Or 
perhaps it may be said that the uni- 
formed women who work for wages are 
less glorified in the eyes of beholders 
than the women who work in the na- 
tional cause. Whatever the explanation, 
the private uniforms produce no such 
effect of trimness and efficiency as are 
the easy result of the national service 
uniforms. 

Only a few years ago the uniform 
could not have done that for them. Then 
the feminine ideal was somewhat lacka- 
daisical. Now they reflect another 
feminine ideal. They are robust young 
women, of the athletic type, and the 
product of outdoor exercise. The war is 
sure to confirm this culture of health 
and strength by young people of both 
sexes. Those who come out of the war 
safe and sound will be stronger in both 
body and character, and will set the 
standard and pattern for all of the next 
generation at least. 


A favorite phrase 
of mediaeval and 
later German 
poetry is ‘‘ German 
Truth.’’ The world 
has learned in the last four years what 
German Truth is. One of its most ac- 
complished and industrious exponents is 
the Kaiser. With various of his accom- 
plices in high place, military and civil, 
he has been continually sputtering that 
this war, long planned by Germany and 
determined upon finally at the Potsdam 
conference, is a war of seif-defense. 
That is why it began with the invasion 
of Luxemburg and Belgium, and has 
been almost continually waged on for- 
eign territory. Now, when disaster 
comes upon the German arms on every 
front, when Honest MICHEL, already 
thrown into gooseflesh by these bom- 
bardments from the air which he re- 
gards as so proper and edifying when 
they are directed at English or French 
noncombatants, has to be coaxed out of 
the state of panic caused by immitigable 
defeats, too palpable and constant to be 
hidden or palliated any longer by the 
official oracles of falsehoods; now, when 
the Germans are looking forward to a 
dose of their own medicine, arid fear for 
themselves the destruction and. desola- 
tion which they have wrought in so 
many lands, the Kaiser for the one 
knows not how many thousandth time 
impresses upon the German tribes that 
this is ‘‘a defensive war.”’

Chaplains Welcome New Order. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: ' 

When I read in your issue of Wednesday 
the new order regarding chaplains’ insignia, 
under a headline which said ‘ Chaplains 
Lose Insignia,”” I was sorry that you had 
taken a wrong viewpoint in the matter. I 
think if you had seen it from the angle of 
most of the chaplains you would have said 
“Chaplains Freed from Military Insignia.” 
Feeling this way about it myself, I was 
amazed to read in the next paragraph a 
news dispatch from Louisville to the ef- 
fect that of 252 clergymén about to be grad- 
uated from the Chaplains’ Training School, 
100 were telegraphing their ecclesiastical or- 
ganizations demanding that protest be made 
against the new order. I am glad that the 
hundred are a minority, but I am sorry 
there are a hundred who feel that way. 

The new order does not deprive chaplains 
of the sign which indicates their office; the 
cross is not only still worn, it is made more 
prominent. It is only the sign of his mil- 
itary rank that is taken away, and as a 
matter of fact that sign indicates nothing 
except the amount of pay he draws. Who 
cares whether a chaplain draws the pay of 
a Lieutenant, a Captain or a Major? Why 
should-.a chaplain complain at being made 
more conspicuously a chaplain? He is ac- 
tually and obviously a commissioned officer, 
and that being plain, the only distinguish- 
ing mark he needs is the mark of a chaplain 
—the cross. 

I have been but a short time in tHe service, 
but when I was told that the new order was 
effective I removed my bars at once and 
with relief. Now I shall not be addressed 
any more, I hope, as ‘‘ Lieutenant,’’ but as 
** Chaplain,’’ which is what I desire. I hope 
ecclesiastical organizations, local and gen- 
eral, will not merely refrain from protesting 
against the order, but will rather commend 
the army authorities for emphasizing the 


chaplain’s office by exalti the sign of re- 
ligion and removing the indication of “ rela- 
tive ’’ military rank.

The Committee on Public Information 
and some leading Swiss citizens of New 
York, headed by the Swiss Consul Gen- 
eral, Louis H. Junod, gave a luncheon 
yesterday afternoon at the Waldorf in 
honor of the Swiss journalists who are 
making a tour of this country. Norman 
de R. Whitehouse, representing the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, presided, 
and the speakers were Carl Byoir, Asso- 
ciate Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Information; Fritz Ocederlin, 
Chargé d’ Affaires of the Swiss Legation 
in Washington, and Ernest Schuersch, 
editor of Der Bund of Bern. 

When the luncheon had proceeded so 
far as the cigarettes and coffee, Mr. 
Whitehouse arose and welcomed the edi- 
tors. 

Mr. Oederlin was the next speaker. He 
said that when he heard that the repre- 
sentative editors in Switzerland were 
coming to the United States, he felt that 
a great stride had been made in the 
right direction. ‘‘ The Swiss ahd Amer- 
icans,” Mr. Oederlin continued, ‘‘ do not 
know one another as well as they ought 
to. But it is a fact, which I admit 
somewhat regretfully, that Americans 
know the Swiss and their history better 
than the Swiss know the people and his- 
tory of this great republic. 

‘“*The Swiss- know, in a general way, 
about the great sister republic across 
the Atlantic, and we know Washington 
and Lincoln and Carnegie and Rockefel- 
ler, and now, of course, that great ‘lead- 
er of this great nation, Woodrow Wil- 
son. [Great applause.) But that is 
about as intimate a knowledge as we 
have of the United States, except that, 
now and again, some one at home gets 
word that a rich American uncle has 
died. 

‘“‘But this war has brought the two 
republics closer together and Switzer- 
land is under a deep debt of gratitude to 
the Government of the. United States for 
supplying us with the foodstuffs we 
need and the tonnage to carry them. I 
am particularly glad to bear testimony 
here that we are receiving these food- 
stuffs now with unfailing regularity. 

“‘T am glad that my countrymen, these 
editors, the ‘molders of home opinion, 
can see the United States as it really is, 
can see its great industrial and agricult- 
ural centres, and can see that men and 
women in this great free land are not

Cant Byoir, Associate Chairman of the 
Committee of Public Information, in ad- 
dress said:

great Republic, look beyond our sixteen 
great n plants, each of them bigger 
than aay @: look beyond the centres 
of driving industry, beyond to the great 
plains where the reapers rea Bhan a har- 
vest and to the homes of a ppy and 
contented Get, into Sou 


stead of being wholly materialistic, they 
are, all of them, animated by the lofty 
idealism which has led them to give 
the best of their young manhood to 
fight, and die if necessary, that this 
world may be a decent place to live in 
and made safe tor democracy.”’ 

After a’ short speech by Consul Gen- 
eral Junod, Ernest Schuersch responded 
for the Swiss editors. In part, Mr. 
Schuersch said: 

‘* Looking over this great sahering of 
my compatriots, one might think that 
Mother Helvetia is larger than her ter- 
ritory would indicate. But though she 
is not wealthy enough to feed all of her 
children, she is rich enough to give to 
all the Entente family the precious gift 
of her love. Great applause.] On be- 
half of my colleagues, I express to the 
Committee on Public Information our 
ngs thanks for’ the opportunity to 
mak e this most interesting voyage. 

‘When we Swiss editors on last Fri- 
day evening heard, in the Metropolitan 
Opera House, the ‘address of President 
Wilson; we knew that he spoke of the 
very ideals that are so dear to every 
Swiss. We realized that we had the 
priv ilege 9 of hearing the leading states- 
man he world ask that all peoples 
have that freedom which the Swiss have 
possessed for centuries. 

‘A political affinity and friendshi 
have existed between this ry my ¢ an 
ours for over a century, and the Amer- 
ican Government has lately cemented 
that friendship by, in spite of all ob-

RYAN LEAVES FOR HOME. 


Has Worked Out Plans for Combined 
Production of Airplanes. . 

By CHARLES H. GRASTY.

PARIS, Sept. 30.—John D. Ryan left’ 
for London today,.and will shortly sail 
for home. Of his month in Burope he 
spent. about three weeks in Frunce, 
Which means twenty-one days of hard 
business man’s work, the main purpose 
of which was to put American produc- 
tion and effort into close co-ordination 
with those of the other Allies. Concur- 


frently, airplane activities of all kinds 


have been increasing in America, en- 
abling Mr. Ryan to plan confidently with 
his Buropean colleagues. It may be 
stated without qualification that our air- 
plane organization has now assumed 
definite importance on the western 
front. Naturally we are not yet abreast 
of France and England, but things are 
established and moving and there are or- 
der, thoroughness, and energy every- 
where. 

The French say our two offensives, at 
St. Mihiel and west of Verdun, were the 
best prepared and provided for in avia- 
tion of any battles yet fought in this 
war. We had pilots, machines, and ma- 
terial necesary for every purpose, which 
gave us complete mastery over the en- 
emy. The aviation arm functioned in a 
way that delighted everybody. These 
conditions marked a distinct advance in 
the American operations, for at times 
heretofore we have been more or less 
under a disadvantage from German air 
superiority. 

Mr. Ryan has been able to work out 
plans for combined production. He has 
met the allied heads, and all effort has 
been unified. With the various airplane 
organizations welded into one, there are 
general confidence and optimism on this 
subject. 

Allied aviation officials believe that a 
period of development and growth is 
just opening that will lead to very im- 
portant results. The United States is now 
producing engines, which are the limit- 
ing factor in all aviation, at a. rate that 
will enable us to supply not only our own 
needs, but those of our allies, for high- 
powered engines. Through this co-op- 
eration they will be able to balance and 
greatly enlarge their programs, Hereto- 
fore the Allies suffered for lack of cer- 
tain machinery which America is now 
prepared to furmiah in the quantity de- 
sired. 

Our aviation personnel development is 
most satisfactory. Within a few days I 
have talked with many English aviators, 
who speak in most enthusiastic terms of 
the skill and adaptability of the Ameri- 


cans. Our fliers are really remarkable. 
Schools for Americans locat n France 
have emerged from their early oon fuelon 
and all visitors return with good reports. 
One officer told me yesterday that at 
the largest school, whence he had just 
returned, he found a briskness and busi- 
ness-likeness which made it look as if 
it had been running for years, and ev- 
erything had become standardized and 
highly organized.

It is my' duty to win the war 
and to ask you to remove every obstacle 
that stands in the way of winning it. 

‘* IT had assumed that the Senate would 
concur in the amendment because no dis- 
putable principle is involved, but only a 
question of the method by which the suf- 
trage is to be extended to women. 

ere and can be no party issue 
involved in it. tg of our great national 
parties are pl , explicitely pledged 
to equality of —— 
the country. Neither party therefore, it 
seems to me, can justify hesitation as to 
the method of obtaining it, can right- 
fully hesitate to substitute Federal initi- 
ative for State initiative, if the early 
adoption of this measure_is necessary to 
the successful. prosecution of the war, 
and if the method of State action pro- 
posed in the party platforms of 1916 is 
impracticable, within any reasonable 
length of time, if practicable at all.

Professions Not Egough.

Through 
many, many channels I have been made 
aware what the —e. atr UaEEE. work- 
aday folk are thinking upon om the 
chief terror and suffering of this tragic 
war falls. They are looking to the great, 
powerful, famous democracy of the 
West to lead them a — new day for 
which they have so waited; and 
they think, in their oe cal simplicity,

ments as well as to peoples. 

‘“‘ Are we alone to refuse to learn the 
lesson? Are we alone to ask and take 
the utmost that our women can give— 
service and sacrifice of every kind—and 
still say we do not see what title that 
gives to them to stand by our sides in 
the guidance of the affairs of their na- 
tion and ours? We have made partners 
of the women in this war; shall we ad- 
mit them only to a partnership of suf- 
fering and sacrifice and toil and not to 
a partnership of privilege and right?

in every sphere—not merely in the fields

In a proclamation the Fuel Adminis- 
trator calls upon operators and miners 
to produce 12,234,000 tons of bituminous 
coal and 2,030,000 tons of anthracite 
évery week. This tonnage, he promises, 
will give.the country all the coal needed 
this Winter. It represents a weekly in- 
Grease of 1,731,000 tons of bituminous 
and 121,000 tons of anthracite over the 
weekly production averages of the cor- 
responding period of a year ago. 

The incrase in ‘bituminous production 
Called for is approximately 1644 per cent. 
and in anthracite 61-3 per cent. It will 
be. seen that the more urgent demand is 
for the speeding up of bituminous pro- 
duction. 

Mr. Garfield's call: was transmitted to] 
évery District Production Manager, who, 
in consultation with Mine Production 
Committees, will apportion a weekly 
quota for each. mine. Each miner will 
be asked to assume pérsonal .responsi- 
bility for a -weekly- coal production re- 
presenting - his ‘equitable proportion of 
the minée’s allotment.

The news of Bulgaria's acceptance of 
allied terms was received by the cotton, 
Market with a. good deal of enthusiasm, 
and opening prices were up 88 to 45 
points from Saturday’s dlosing. a 
the first hour there was good demand, 
both from Liverpool and from domestic 
trade sources. October contracts rose to 
83.90 and December reathed 83.45, while 
in the. more distant months March 
touched 33.11 and May sold at 33 cents. 
After the first hour, however, realizing 
salés appeared, with the so-called Wall 
Street houses supplying the staple in 
fairly large volume. The fact that the 
Market had enjoyed rather substantial 
Gains on Friday and Saturday, mainly 
en prospects of Bulgafian surrender, 
made itself felt in cirtailiig the early 
enthusiasm, and uncertainty as to the 
Crovernment’s condition statement, which 
will be issued tomorrow, also contributed 
force to the reaction which set in after 
thé opening advance. 

‘Weather reports were favorable, the 
map showing clear ¢onditions with 
slightly lower temperatures. This was 
largely disregarded, though, all atten- 
tion- being centred in the war news. Of 
Collateral interest, reports were 
lated that buying for the British and 
French commissions had again appeared, 
but these had no noticeable influence.
